HYSTERIA | 

“An ailment in which the symp- 
toms are only in the patients’s 
rind, that are always the result of 
Scme suggestion recelved from 
within the patient himself or from 
without, “that are unreal, that, 
though at times persistent, they 
come and go, disappear of themsel- 
ves or from some persuasion, and 
finally they always arise in individ-« 
vals who are of the nervous type or 
whose make up seems predisposed 
to these symptoms.” 

I am quoting the definition of 
Hysteria as given by Dr. F. %. Der- 
cum, Professor of Nervous and 
Mental Diseases, Jefferson Medical 
College, Philadelphia. 

It would seem that the individual 
as the “tendency” towards hysteria 
and then some disturbance comes’ 
along—fright or other emotional 
experience—and the symptoms ap- 
pear. 

In hysteria there is no mental 
strain or overwork, no history of} 
fatigue, nothing apparently but} 
that the individual is striving to 
attain something by these attacks 
{f it is only attention. 

The patient complains of a loss 
of sensation in certain parts of the 
surface of the skin and sometimes 
of pain, which pain is always on 
the surface of the skin, and not at 
eny deeper part. 

Sometimes the patient believes 
that a hand or foot is paralyzed, 
or a spasm of the muscles may oc- 
cur. 

There may be other symptoms 
such as yomiting, lack of appetite, 
rapid breathing, rapid heart beat, 


| 


coughing and others. The mental 
symptoms may take the form of 
shrieks, screams, wild cries and 


weeping, but these do not deceive| 
the physician. 

Dr. A. Bostroem reminds us that 
in hysteria the patient is striving 
after something although the pat- 
fent is not convinced himself that) 
he is entitled to that something. 

What is the usual treatment for 
hyseria? 

Some physicians come out blunt- 
ly and tell the patient that there 
{is nothing wrong with him (or her), 


and that the sooner they stop “this 
| foolishness” thes better for every 


body. 

Other physiclans make a thor- 
ough examination and point out 
quite plainly but in a kind manner 
that there is really no physical rea- 
son for the symptoms. 

When there is nothing to be 
gained, not even the attention or 
sympathy of the family, the attacks 
of hysteriaatsually fall to oeeifn.

It remained for the tiny Republic 
uf Panama which {s bisected by 
Uncle Sam's Cana] Zone—to stage 
one of the most spectacular of these 
yest-pocket revolts. 


At 2 am. on Jan. 1931, Pan- 
ama City was awakened by heavy 
firing. Cne mob of young revolun- 
tionaries was storming the head- 
quarters of the national police; an- 
other was attacking the presiden- 
tial palace, 

Police and guards returned the 
fire, but their resistence was short- 
lived. Before they capitulated, how- 
ever, 10 persons had been killed 
and 24 wounded in street fighting.

Fdrmers Into Woodsmen 


KINMOUNT, Oct. 10—(Stafl Cor- 
respondence) —The the 
north when winter blows his breath 
across the land deserts the plow, 
sharpens his axe and becomes a 
lumberjack. He hurries away to 
fell the lofty pine and cut tt into 
logs. 

As soon as winter Jays a blanket 
of snow over the land the swamp 
roads «ares made and the logs are 
hauled by- lange muscled horses to 
the nearest mill or stream. 

If the mill js a long way off the 
logs are dumped on some stream to 
be floated tgethe mill as soon as 
the ice moves jn the spring. The 
riyer-driyers drive the logs down 


farmer of 


the hazardous water trail to the 
mill, 
The mill is driven either by 


steam or water power. In the lat- 
ter case there must be adam to 
provide the power, The jogs are 
taken up into the mill by a jack 
lIqdder, an iron shod endless chain 
or rolled in on a skidway. 

Bright and early in the morning 
the wheels of the mill are started 
lo turn and the, machines to warm. 
up. Inside of five minutes the 
machinery is running full. The 
squeal of the slab saw is perhaps 
heard first as left over slabs are 
shoved into its steel jaws. 

The men chewing tobacco and 
pulling on leather mitts step to 
their places. The carriage sweeps 
up and down its short track as 
the sawyer puts it through the 
paces, pulling it up evenly to the 
saw then back with a rush. The 
setter, dogger and tail dogger swing 
up and they're away. 

The blunt black head of the 
nigger comes up behind the near- 
-est log then crashes forward send- 
ing the log lumbering up against 
the carriage uprights. The two 
doggers thrust down on their ley- 
ers together and steel teeth bite 
Into the dark gummy log hold- 
Ing it fast.

The saw screams 
through the Jog shearltig off the 
first slab, The slab falls with o 
thud on the lve rollers below and 
is swept away as the carriage 
moves back, ‘The carriage stops 
jthe doggers lift their levers and 
with a bump the log is flung over 
With the smooth side set snugly 
against the uprights. 

Again the carriage rumbles up 
and the saw tears another slab 
from the outer side of the log. No 
{need to turn the log now, The 
(setter balancing between the dog- 
gers on the shaking platform 
glances at his dial and eases out 
the squared timber. Now when the 
saw goes screaming through the 
log a board drops off and is shift- 
ed: over to the edger to have the 
bark edges taken off, 

Qther boards follow in quick suc- 
cession from the dwindling log. 
When the last one is released the 
empty carriage whirrs back for an- 
other load. Every saw distinguish- 
able by its peculiar whine is now 
in Action, 

The edger trims the bark edges 
off the boards. From the edger 
the boards go to the trimmers to 
have the ends trimmed off square. 
From the trimmers the boards are 
txansported to the yard to be piled 
in the sun to dry, 

The slabs are cut Into four foot 
lengths or shorter by the slab 
sawyer. They are sold as fuel. If 
the mill is steam driven the slabs 
go directly to the firebox to pro- 
mote power, 

The lumber when dry goes to the 
planer to be shaven smooth ready 
for use. It is then loaded on train 
or trucks to be transported to some 
distant town or city there to be 
transformed into many fine: struc- 
tures, etc. So you see the city man 
js dependent in a way on the 
brawny, hard handed lumberjacks 
of the northern: woods.

Seriousness Realized 
In a statement {issued by Prime 
Minister Bennett, after having con- 
ferences with the railway heads 
and the union officials, {t was in- 
dicated that both parties to the dis- 
pute realized the seriousness of the 
situation “accentuated by the course 
of events which the Canadian peo- 
ple can neither direct nor control.” 
Mr. Bennett explained that suc- 
cessive Governments had realized 
tat neither the railways nor the 
men desired intervention when un- 
jens and employers were negotiat- 
ing wage and working schedules. In 
the present instance the Govern- 
ment had not undertaken to sug- 
gest to elther party the terms by 
which the dispute should be settled. 
“Members of the running trades 
of the two major railways systems 
determinedly rejected a proposed 10 
per cent. reduction below the rate 
of pay agreed upon a year ago, 
when they took a 10 per cent. cut 
on the basic rates. When a concil- 
Jation board found 1n favor of the 
employers a vote of the union mem- 
bers resulted in overwhelming ap- 
proval going on strike rather than 
to submit to the reduction.” 
In negotiations Wednesday with 
S J. Hungerford, President of the 
Canadian National, and Grant Hall, 
Vice-President of the Canadian 
Pacific, Mr. Bennetb and the Min- 
isters associated with him on this 
question pressed upon the rail exe- 
cutives the necessity, in the nation- 
a! interest, of every possible effort 
being made to bring to a success- 
ful issue the negotiations with the 
representatives of the employees. 
Union Men Consulted 
The same plea was made Thurs- 
day to the representatives of the 
unions who visited the Prime.Min- 
iste It was learned, Mr. Bennett 
sald, that there was no ill-feeling 
between the disputing parties, and 
both indicated their realization of 
the seriousness of the situation, and 
agreed to resume negotiations seek- 
ing a peaceful compromise. 
Associated with Mr. Bennett in 
dealing with this problem were 
Hon, H. H. Stevens, Acting Minis- 
ter of Railways; Hon. W. A. Gor- 
don, Minister of Labor, and Hon 
Hugh Guthrie, Minister of Justice.

It was found that the parents of 
those children who were advanced 
ii: their school work for their age. 
and also those whose children were 
fu the normal grade for their age, 
responded to this notice from the 
school, three times as often as did 
those parents whose children were 
behind in their school work for 
their age. 
You can readily understand that 
if a youngster doesn't see some of 
the work on the blackboard prac- 
tically the whole of that instruc- 
tion may be lost as little or no at- 
tention will be given. It is this 
leck of attention that will inter- 
fere with the youngster’s progress, 
and this can really be blamed on 
the defective eyesight, 
The thought then is that from 
the information the above figures 
‘give us, parents should see the im- 
portance of early examination for 
children and of prompt correction 
of defects.

CANNINGTON, Oct. 
Correspondence) —Sixty-elght years 
ago the Rey. Hugh Campbell was 
inducted as pastor of the Presbyter- 
inn congregation of Cannington and 
the people set to work to build a 
place of worship, which building 
Was completed and dedicated on 
Jan, 25, 1866. 

However the congregation soon 
outgrew thelr church home and it 
became necesary. to build another 
and larger edifice.

Called 
the “Grand Old Man of Municipal 

Pelitics’ by hosts of admirers 


ter known perhaps as “Good 
Roads” Kylie because he was the 
futher of permanent 1oads in Lind- 
say, the genial old gentleman died} 
Thursday night at the age of 83 
éfter a brief fllness. 

Tn his passing Mr. <ylie has left 
® record of civic service unequalled 
by anyone else, a record that may 
never be equalled. When he retir- 
ed from municipal politics In the 
last part of 1930 he had completed 
niore than 40 years in harness. Dur- 
ing that time he was president of 
the Board of Trade here for four 
years, was membér of the Board of 
Health for five years, was chair- 
man of the Good Roads Board, was 
chairman of the standing commit- 
tee on county Property of the 
‘County Council for ten years, was 
qasirman of the vroperty com- 


ral years, and organized the fire 
brigade in Lindsay, 

Mr. Kylie, who is an ex-mayor, 
ex-reeve, and a former holder of 


he retired from active participation 
in governing the town three years 
ago, but by his suggestions in let- 
ters written to The Post and by the 
active part he took as a member 
of the Kiwanis Club he has still 
carried on, trying to serve Lindsay. 
Keen Insight " 

He retained a keen insight into 
lccal problems right up to the time 
of his death, probably his last idea 
to help the town being the one en- 
dorsed by the Kiwanis Club on 
Thursday, September 14th, not 
quite a month ago, that certain 
lond on the banks of the Scugog 
be bought and turned into a tour- 
Ist park that would attract tourists 
bere.

This idea ts typical of Mr. Kylie.

Mr. Kylie’s married iffe was yery 
kappy. He was married on July 
8th, 1878, and celebrated his gold- 
en wedding in 1928. Mrs. Kylie 
died about a year ago, and Mr 
Kylie remained behind only long 
enough to contribute to St, Mary's 
Church three” beautiful marble al- 
tars and a marble sanctuary rail 
in her memory, before following 
her.

Severe Head Cold 
Membezs of the deceased's family 
said that, Mrs. Lustic’s illness be- 
gan with a seyere head cold, which 
later developed abscesses near the 
ears, The abscesses are believed to 
have polsoned her system, bringing 
on an attack of influenza and then 
sleeping sickness. 
Miss A. M. Price, superintendent 
of the Isolation Hospital, said that 
Mrs. Lustic appeared to have all the 
symptoms of sleeping 
Only once previously, she said, had 
there been a sleeping sickness pa- 
Gent in the hospital. That patient 
had been a man who had recovered 
.but Mrs. Lustic's case, when ad- 
mitted, appeared to be a much more 
severe attack of the disease. 
~ Dr. N. H. Sutton, district M.O.H. 
said ‘that he had been informed 
that there was a patient in the Is- 
Olation* Hospital believed to be suf- 
fering from sleeping sickness. He 
stated he had no reports of cases 
of the disease in this district, which 
covers six counties.

Gormany Quits League of Na- 
tions and Leaves Disarma- 
ment Parley. 


DEMANDS EQUALITY 


GENEVA, Oct. 16—Statesmen of 
the four big powers decided Sunday. 
that the Disarmament Conferefice 
should adjourn for approximately a 
Weok, bus there were assurances 
that if the conference dies, at least 
It will die slowly. 

After a day-long discussion ot 
the gravity of Germany's with- 
drawal from the Disarmament Con- 
ference and the League of Nations, 
representatives of Great Britain, 
tho British (Dominions, France, 
Italy and the United Siates refused 
to admit that disarmament is a 
dead cause, 

The adjournment was considered 
necessary for a world-wide invent- 
ory of the international situdtion. 
Governments must deliberate. Cab- 
inets must meet. 

So serious, indeed, was Germany's 
bolt from the machinery of inter- 
national life, that governments will 
want to consult with one another. 
Without effective German partici- 
pation the statesmen seemed fully 
to realize that it will scarcely be 
practical to make a convention. 

Long Adjournment Possible 

So, eventually, tne Disarmament 
Conference may have to decide on 
a long adjournment. 

Nevertheless, various governments 
will be asked to give their opinion 
whether it is feasible to conclude a 
treaty ana sign it, but make every= 
thing conditional on Germany's ad- 
herence, 3 

France, particularly, regards 
Germany's withdrawal from the in- 
ternational mechanism of peace a 
most serious matter, Foreign Minis- 
ter Joseph Paul-Boncour made this 
clear to his colleagues Sunday. 

He fought tenactously and won 
his contention that the conference 
should make a clear-out and vig- 
orous reply to the telegram of Bar- 
on von Neurath, Germany's For- 
eign Minister, announcing the 
Reich had retired from the confer- 
ence. ‘ 

Germany will be told in brief, 
courtly yet unequivocal phrases her 
accusations Uthat the other great 
powers are insincere when they say 
they will disarm, are entirely un- 
founded and unjust. 3 

War Is Long Way Off 

LONDON, Oct, 16—Prime Minis- 
ter J, Ramsay MacDonald returned 
to No, 10 Downing Street earlier 
thon usual Sunday night from 
Chequers where he spent the week- 
end and prepared to guide Great 
Britain through the situation re- 
sulting from Germany’s break with 
the League of Nations and the arms 
parley. 

The Premier continued to tele- 
phone conferences with Sir John 
Simon, the Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, and his contacts with Stan- 
ley Baldwin tind Neville Chamber- 
lain, The three cabinet ministers 
decided that Sir John should re- 
main in Geneva for the time being, 

Gir John {a expected, by his of- 
forts at Geneva, to uphold both the 
jprestige of the League and the 
work of the arms parley. Whether 
this view will prevail at Geneva de- 
pends upon France and Italy and 
the United States policy as regards 
the disarmament conference, 

The most authoritative view of 
the situation and one likely to have 
weight in cabinet circles was ex- 
pressed by Sir Thomas Inskip, At- 
torney-General, who sald: 

"I feel that war is a good way 
off yét, and that the League Js the 
greatest factor toward obtaining 
world peace.” 

Sir Thomas said (ie Teague ot 
Nations would survive Germany's 
departure just the same as she had 
done tha departure of Japan, but 
that there was no doubt the League 
Would bo weaker os a result of 
Germany's withdrawal. 

Paris Expects War 

PARIS, Oct. 16—A Foreign Of- 
fice official said Sunday that war 
fears have been ye-born by Satur- 
day's speech of Chancellor Hitler of 
Germiny, bub that “We are calm,” 

He said Hitler's acts have resur-

The girls who made 
the shirt got enough money so they “could eat de- 
cently, live decently, nnd put off the burden cf fear. 

Their respective employers were able to make a 
profit. The store itself was able to make muney on 
the deal. 

So this shirt, for all that it cost considerably 
more than the first one, also was a bargain. Tt had 
no starvation wages, no child labor, no rising scole 
of losses woven into its fabric. It represented a fair 
break for everyone concerned in its production. 

You could apply much the same sort of reason- 
ing to almost every commodity you buy, Whatever 
else it may do, a rising price level at leas saves 
persons from the ruinous “bargains” of the last cou- 
ple of years,—Kitchener Record.

HUNTING RULES DESIGNED IN 
BEST INTERESTS OF » HUNT- 
ING AS GIVEN BY DEPART- 
MENT. 

All hunters are urged by the On- 
tario Department of Game and 
Fisheries to study the game laws. 
Observance of the regulations which 
have been designed in the best in- 
terests of hunting and all hunters 
in Ontario, shouldbe the aim~-of 
every sportsman, the Department 
says. 

It is UNLAWFUL to do any of 
the following things:— 

1. To carry a loaded gun in a 
motor car or other vehicle. 

2. To employ an unlicensed guide 

8. To use dogs for the hunting 
of fox, without a permit, 

4.

mals. 

6. To use the hands or any con- 
vrivance whatever other than a fire- 
grm when ferrets are used in the 
taking of rabbits, 

6. To take more than one deer or

7. To buy or sell parts of fur- 
bearing animals, e:ther commercial- 
ly or for personal use, before secur-

Standing firmly by his recovery 
program, the President rapped the 
“chisellers” of the National Recoy- 
ery Administration; assured an in- 
crease in agriculture prices with the 
words, “If we cannot do it one way, 
we will co it another;” promised a 
maintenance of Government credit 
and a “sound currency;” and an- 
ounced the dollar would be revalued 
after a restoration of the price-ley- 
el. 

Mr. Roosevelt put the operation 
of tne Government market for new- 
ly mined gold under the adminis- 
tration of the Reconstruction Fin- 
ance’ Corporation. 

“Whenever necessary to the end 
in view,” he disclosed, “we shall also 
buy or sell gold in the world mar- 
ket. 

“This is a wales and not an ex- 
pedient. It is not to be used mere- 
ly to offset a temporary fall in 
prices. We are thus continuing to 
move toward a managed currency. 

“My aim in taking this step is to 
establish and maintain continuous 
control. Government credit wili 
be maintained and a sound currency 
will accompany a rise in the Ameri- 
can price-level,” 

Mr. Roosevelt authorized the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation to 
buy gold newly mined in the United 
States at prices to be determined 
from time to time after consultation 
with the Secretary of the Treasury) 
and the President, 

Troubles Not Over. 

“Our troubles will not be over to- 
morrow,” the President said after 
an exhaustive review of his pro- 
gram, “but we are on our way and 
we are headed in the right direc- 
tion. 

“Obyiously, and because hundreds 
of different kinds of crops and in- 
dustrial occupations in the huge ter- 
ritory that makes up this nation 
are involved, we cannot reach the 
goal in a few months. We may take 
one year or two years, or three 
years.” 

Citing accomplishments, the Pres- 
ident told the people that unem- 
ployment has been reduced by 40 
per cent. with the re-employment 
of 4,000,000 idle; that the average 
farmer will receive one-third more 
money for his crops this year than 
in 1932, 

He made no direct reference to 
the situation in the farm area, but 
he did say: 

“I do not hesitate to say in the 
simplest, clearest language of which 
T am capable, that although the 
price of many products of the farm. 
have gone up, and although many 
farm families are better off than 
thoy were last year, I am not sat- 
isfied either with the amount or the 
extent of the rise, and that it is 
definitely a part of our policy to 
increase the rise and to extend it 
to those products which have as 
yet felt no benefit. 

“Do It, We Will.” 

“If we cannot do this one way 
we will do {it another, Do it, we 
will.” 

Going into the complex monetary 
problem, he asserted that when the 
price-Jevel has been restored “we | 
Shall seek to establish and maintain 
a dollar which will not change its 
purchasing and debt paying power 
during the succeeding generation.” 

Complaining of the susceptibility 
of the American doilar to interna- 
tional influence, Mr, Roosevelt, in 
his address from the White House, 
emphasized that “the United Stat- 
@s must take firmly into {tts own 
hands the control of the bold value 
vf our dollar—this is necessary in 
order to prevent dollar disturbanc- 
«s from swinging us away from our 
iultimate goal, namely, the contin- 
uvd recovery of our commodity 
prices,” 

The Goverment-comtrolled plan 
for purchase of newly mined gold 
and sale or purchase of gold in the 
World market were named as moves 
in this direction, 

Strongly backing the National Re- 
coyery Administration, the Presi- 
dent declared: “In the vast major- 
ity of localities—the NRA has been

Waterworks Systems In Only 
Seven Cities Did Better 
Than Lindsay. 


FIGURES FOR ONTARIO 


The municipal staltlstics report 
for 1932.published by the Ontario 
Municipal Board shows that the 
town of Lindsay Waterworks De- 
partment made a clear profit of 
$17,597.14 for the year 1932 and by 
cemparison it is seen that there are 
only seven, other towns and cities in 
the Province of Ontario which sur- 
passed this record. It speaks highly 
for n town of this size that one of 
its municipal departments can show 
a far higher record than cities far 
larger in size and population. 


Other statistics issued by the 
Municipal Board give the assessed 
population, and acreage, assessment 


of land, buildings, income, and 
schools, taxes imposed, debenture 
debt, sinking fund, assets, liabili- 


ties, receipts and expenditures. 


Detailed figures for the Lindsay 
Waterworks show that it was in- 
stalled in 1888, Last year the de- 
partment supplied 7,109 citizens at 
an average daily consumption of 
668, 219 gallons, or an average daily 
consumption per head of 94 gal- 
tons. This year the Board of Works 
have Installed a new artesian well 
System. These wells are able to 
give a daily output of 1,500,000 gal- 
lons and It can,quite easily be seen 
that they should supply the heavi- 
est supply that is likely to be de- 
manded of them. The earnings of 
the Waterworks department for 
1932 totalled $40,242.71 with operat- 
ing expenses and capital charges 
amounting to $22,645.57. Assets 
amounted to $425,106.67 and Mabil- 
Jules to $126,224.84. 

Other statistics show that Lind- 
say with an assessed population of 
7,109 living on 1,600 acres had a te- 
tal taxable assessment of $4,372,166, 
made up of land, $1,028,865; build- 
fxs, $2906.45; business $360,405 
and income $76,431 with statutory. 
and other exemptions of $2,685,475 
and the assessment for schools only, 
$28,400. A total of $165,781 was 
raised in municipal taxes from. a 
rate of 29 mills und $69,077 for 
school’ from a race of 15.8. 

Debenture Debt, 31st December, 
1932 is made up of general, $90,064; 
schools, $135,043; local improve- 
ments, $467,079; municipal utilities. 
$236,481. The sinking fund 1s, giv- 
en as $170,471, the assets as $1,- 
610,902 and'fiabilities $1,021,898. To- 
tal receipts are shown of $291,864 
and total expenditures of $256,985.

PROFESSOR OF INTERNATION- 
AL LAW GAVE ADDRESS OF 
GREAT INTEREST AT TWEN- 
TY CLUB MEETING. 4 
The annual open meeting of the; 
Twenty Club was held at the home 
of A. M. Fulton on Friday night 
swith the members of the Progress 
Club and other prominent citizens 
present. 


The principal speaker of the ev- 
ening was M. A. Mackenzie, B.A., 
LLB, Professor of International 
Lay at the Toronto University. Pro- 
fessor Mackenzie spoke on world 
conditions as they affect Canada 
fitid possible trends. He dealt with 
Canada's position in the British 
Ccemmonwealth of Nations and the 
obligations and responsibilities as 
well as the privileges which follow; 
particularly in view of the status 
which Canada attained at and sub- 
wequent to the Treaty of Versailles. 
Professor Mackenzie had attended | 
the Conference on Pacific Relation- 
iships held in Banff during the sum- 
nier, the conference held in Toronto 
on British Empire Relationships 
and also a confidential conference 
held in Chicago on World Rela- 
tienships, 
He has been a life long student 
and has travelled widely in Burope 
and Asia, visiting Soviet Russia 
Within fhe last year or so. He dwelt 
particularly with the very graye 
possibilities of hostilifies on the 
Pacific, arising from difficulties in 
the far Hast, and also with the} 
very present possibility of war in 
Burope due to the rise of Hitler and 
Pastism In Germany and Austrin. 
While the speaker felt that due to 
the lack of armaments on the part 
of Germany, war within the next 
year was hardly possible, he was 
nevertheless far from optimistic in 
regard to the near future, Ger- 
a very real menace to the peace of 
the world in his opinion. 
He pointed out that for some 
months the Italian army had been 
partially mobilized along the Aus- 
trian border and in the event of a 
Nazl Triumph in Austria, which 
would probably lead to a union with 
Germany, the Italian forces might 
very probably intervene. This state 
pf affairs also applied to France, 
speaker said in view of Germany's 
persistence in attempting to rearm, 
A yote of thanks was moved to 
Professor Mackenzie by Newton 
Smale representing the Twenty Club 
and by C. G. Frost representing the 
Progress Club.

It Was Miracle How Clyde

HAD ARM BROKEN 


Failing to make the sharp curve 
at Curningham’s Corners about 
tour miles south-east of fown on 
the Peterboro Highway, when the 
heayily loaded lumber truck he was 
driving slid into/ the ditch, Glyde 
Rigby, of North Bay, was badly in- 
jured on Sunday night 

Rigby was driving east om the 
highway and evidendy was unable 
to keep control of the truck when it 
Started to swerve as it was turning 
the sharp corner. The truck was 
very heavily loaded and hit the 
ditch with terrible effect, turning 
completely over. Rigby was taken 
into the nearby house and the am- 
bulance was called from Lindsay to 
take him to the ‘Ross Memorial 
Hespital.

afternoon, the letter announcing tite! 
lowering the interim rate from $46 
{ie commissioners, as iollows: 
“With further reference to intcr- 
views between the Lindsay Comm 5; 
sjon and this commission in regard 
to the increase in interim rate from) 
$42 in 1932 to $46 in 1933. 

After an investigation of the 
cost of power in Lindsay amount- 
ing to $43.80 per horsepower, the 
QCntario Commission found that a 
considerable part of this cost was 
due to extraordinary line. charges, 
in connection with some rehabilita- 
tion of lines which in 1932 tended 
to increase the cost of power in 
that year over previous years. 

“On assumption that this extra- 
ordinary maintenance expense will 
not re-occur in 1933, the Commis- 
sion have decided to change the in- 
terim rate of the municipality to 
$44 per horsepower per annum.” 
The local commissioners are very 
vell pleased with the success that 
their efforts on the town’s behalf 
have gained. They have actively 
protested the raising of the interim 
rate from the first time it was lev- 
{ed and early in August met the 
representatives of the Hydro Com- 
mission personally in an open pro- 
test, asking for a lowering of the 
rate. AS a result the Commission 
have looked Into the matter and 
found that the clreumstances just- 
ified the lowering of the interim 
rate.
